Isaac Chrysostom’s 
creation is already 
available on the App 
Store. 

Isaac (14) who attends 
St Cyres School in 
Penarth and lives in 
Barry, started coding 
when he was just 10, by 
learning HTML, CSS, 
and JavaScript. 

He explained: “These 
are coding languages 
used to make websites, 
and I learnt them 
through the help of 
books. 

“I slowly moved on to 
more advanced 
programming languages 
such as Java and Python. 


“Eventually, I decided 
to begin making iOS 
apps, and that led me to 
make the app 
‘MathsRobot 
LeamMaths’, which is 
now available on the 
App Store.” 

Isaac’s app was 
inspired by his dislike of 
studying from textbooks. 

“The ultimate reason I 
made this app was 
because I studied GCSE 
higher maths when I was 
only 11, but although I 
am now very good at 
maths, I did not like the 
way I studied - reading 
a massive book filled 
with hundreds of pages 
of questions and test 
papers.” 

So Isaac set out to 
make maths more 
accessible and 
entertaining. 

“The goal of my app 
is to make revision 
easier, and maybe even 
add an element of fun to 
it.

“My app features 
many of the topics from 
that book, and the magic 
of that is you can simply 
fit it in your pocket. 

“I have also added 
revision tools, such as 
multiple choice tests, 
smart recommendations 
for study, and a points 
system which rewards 


users for studying by 
giving them a higher 
rank on the leaderboard. 

“I am also working on 
an update to this app 
which will have many 
new tools for revision; 
and I am hoping that the 
update gets me a 
scholarship for Apple’s 
World Wide Developers 
Conference event.” 

To win a scholarship, 
apps must use Apple’s 
technologies in a 
creative way. 

“I am hoping that all 
the code that I put into 
this app will eventually 
pay off. In the future, I 
want to pursue a career 
in computer 
programming.” 

Isaac’s headteacher, 

Dr Jonathan Hicks, said 
the app had the potential 
to help many youngsters, 
keen to improve their 
understanding of 
mathematics.

LACK OF FORESIGHT BY HOUSE BUILDERS 

‘Give small developers 
a chance in the Vale’ 


F URTHER to the recent letter 

headed 4 Smaller Vale villages have 
been urbanised ’, contrary to the 
obvious desire of the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council, the issue of new builds in the 
Vale will not go away. 

It has been documented that the target of circa 
10,000 new homes was well in excess of the need 
for housing, putting it at as much as half that 
amount. I’ve seen various objections to the new 
developments. 

Unfortunately, until people start seeing these 
developments go up and the impact they will have 
on the Vale as a whole, the council will probably 
continue to build, but then it will be too late. 

Little more than 100 years ago, the Roath area in 
Cardiff was farmland. It resembled in character 
Llantwit Major, a village grown up around a manor 
house and church. Then came the industrial 
revolution and the expansion of Cardiff docks and 
first grand houses were built for wealthy 
businessmen, (many of these are now demolished), 
then more housing was built for the growing 
number of people coming to work in Cardiff. 

The roads in the Roath area were originally built

for trams. Now you can drive through many areas 
of Cardiff, such as Riverside, Splott and Canton 
and not see a single tree on many of the streets. 

Is this the fate in store for the Vale? Many of 
the new developments are on green belt land, 
something which the council seems to have 
conveniently overlooked, even though the 
Government has now issued a housing White Paper 
to protect forests and ancient woodland. 

Gavin Barwell, Minister of State for Housing, 
Planning and London, recently stated in an 
interview: “ We are not going to weaken the 
protections. We have a clear manifesto 
commitment. There is no need to take huge tracts 
of land out of the green belt to solve the housing 
crisis .” 

This is not a NIMBY response to housing in the 
Vale. It’s a long-term approach. We do need 
affordable housing, but not in the way the council 
is going about it. I quote a letter to The GEM in 
2015: ‘The proposer is often a UK housing 
developer with vast financial resources.’ Taylor 
Wimpy and Redrow are large developers. 

If we need housing in the Vale, why not allow 
smaller developers the chance? There are many 
innovative architects in the UK who would jump at 
the chance to design a new estate. Houses have 
been built underground, around trees, as tree 
houses and above the ground altogether. 

Large developers and councils have shown a 
distinct lack of imagination and foresight. 

Surely if we are thinking of town and country 
planning, we need to include provision for 
renewable energy? Are there any plans for solar 
panels and small wind turbines to be fitted to these 
houses? On this amount of housing, surely this 
would ease the burden on the countryside of large 
solar farms. 

I’m glad that there are still objections being 
raised to these developments, because if we don’t 
object, could we one day be living in the vast 
metropolis that is Cardiff and Bridgend combined?

THE speaker at Sully U3A’s March 
meeting was Angie Dymott whose talk was 
entitled ‘The toughest place to be a 
paramedic - Guatemala’. 

Angie is a paramedic in Cardiff. About five years 
ago she was going through her emails when she saw 
one from the College of Paramedics, who were 
offering the opportunity for a paramedic to go to 
work in another country for two weeks; and which 
would feature in a documentary for the BBC. 

She applied and after a series of interviews was 
chosen to live and work with the Bomberos in 
Guatemala City, one of the most violent places in the 
world. 

The Bomberos are combined paramedics and fire 
fighters who race to the scene of gangland killings 
and drive-by shootings, trying to save lives and to

Angie showed parts of the film made by the BBC. 
The Bomberos travel in small trucks because 
anything larger would not be able to get through the 
traffic. 

She attended five shootings in three hours. A total 
of 97 per cent of the murders remain unsolved. 

The Bomberos work 24 hours on and 24 hours off. 
They manage with sparse resources and reuse 
oxygen masks and bandages. They are financed by 
fundraising and donations. Angie stayed with two of 
the Bomberos. 

One, who is a volunteer two days a week and who 
is a businessman and can afford to live in a guarded 
compound and another, who is full time and lives in 
a village an hour’s bus ride from Guatemala. 

His accommodation consisted of only two rooms 
and they all had to move out of the bedroom so that 
she could have it. She was impressed with the 
dedication and camaraderie shown by the Bomberos, 
and when she arrived home wanted to fundraise for 
them. She sent them the money to use as they 
wished and they refurbished their kitchen and 
bathroom at the Bomberos station. 

Angie said it had been an amazing experience, 
very hard but she loved every second of it and it 
made her realise how much we take for granted in 
life and our every day jobs. 

There were many questions and Angie stayed to 
talk to members over tea. She was thanked by 
chairman Jean Bispham for such a fascinating talk.

Christopher Tin 
believes the children’s 
choirs have set an 
incredibly high standard 
for this year’s 
competition.

the CCR signed the City 
Deal document in a 
ceremony at Cardiff 
Airport, following 
universal support from 
all ten councils for the 
programme. 

The City Deal 
includes funding of 
£734m for the South 
Wales Metro, of which 
over £500 million is 
provided by the Welsh 
Government and £125m 
from the UK 
Government . 

The UK Government 
has provided a £375m 
contribution, and the 10 
local authorities have 
agreed a commitment to 
borrow a combined total 
of £120million as part of 
the Wider Investment 
Fund. 

The Vale Council is 
contributing £17.9 
million. This includes the 
cost of repaying any 
loans plus the interest on 
those loans. 

A Vale Council 
spokesman said: “This 
does assume that the 
council borrows the 
monies required to fund 
our share of the costs. 

“How the council will 
fund the allocation will 
be reviewed and included 
as part of the forward 
financial planning 
process for the council.” 

BCBC’s contribution 
is £11.28 million, and it 
is intended that this will 
be borrowed and repaid 
over 10 years.

Surface

Welsh Assembly 
Member, Andrew 
RT Davies, is 
calling for 
improvements to be 
made to the A48 
road between 
Culverhouse Cross 
and Bridgend 
following a spate of 
accidents. 

The Welsh 

Conservatives’ leader 
raised the “appalling 
condition” of the road at 
the National Assembly. 
He told Leader of the 
House and Vale AM 
Jane Hutt that six 
accidents had occurred 
on the road the previous 
week. 

Mr Davies said: 
“When you have six 
accidents on a stretch of 
road, there is a cause for 
concern, I would 
suggest. 

“Thankfully, no-one 
was killed, but there 
were some serious 
injuries. The surface of 
that road is in an 
appalling condition, with 
several very deep 
potholes.” 

He asked Ms Hutt 
what maintenance work 
is required on the road 
and what safety 
measures can be 
implemented to alleviate 
some of the traffic 
hazards. 

Ms Hutt said she was 
of course aware of the 
accidents to which Mr 
Davies had referred. 

She said there had 
been a sharp and 
unexpected frost, but 
roads were gritted by the 
Vale Council. 

Ms Hutt told Mr 
Davies consideration 
will be given to the 
condition of the A48.

News from the 
apiary at Fonmon 


W INTER is definitely 
giving way to spring 
and the colonies are 
busy foraging on the catkins, 
celandines, and even the few 
dandelions that are appearing. 

All of the colonies, with the 
exception of No 3 look vigorous; so 
far, no colony has been opened up and 
at the first opportunity (sunny dry 
day) No 3 will be opened and 
assessed. There are bees in this colony 
coming and going, but they appear 
somewhat sluggish. 

Losses during winter are not 
unusual, not all colonies have the 
vigour to withstand the winter 
slowdown. 

It has to be remembered that 
honeybees do not hibernate as do 
other members of the bee world. 

Given temperatures around 10°C, 
they will venture outside of the hive. 
These days, there always seems to be 
something in flower for the bees to 
find and each external investigation 
requires the expenditure of energy; 
this is supplied from the stores within 
the hive, i.e. honey or pollen. 

However, outside sources of food 
are not guaranteed, and the beekeeper 
must ensure that each colony has 


sufficient stores to see them through 
the months of reduced external energy 
sources. Let us not forget that the 
honeybee’s principal task is as a 
pollinator - and not to provide honey 
for the beekeeper! 

Flowers produce nectar and pollen 
as an inducement to all pollinators and 
in doing so, ensure the survival of not 
only their species, but that of the 
insects doing the pollinating. 

Given fair weather, the honeybee 
works very assiduously and will 
continue to do so with no period 
reached when they say ‘that is 
enough!’ 

If the blooms are out there and the 
weather remains kind, the colonies 
accumulate more than they require to 
see them through the winter, and this 
excess can be utilised by yours truly, 
the beekeeper! 

But all in the garden is not rosy! 

The countryside is much depleted 
when it comes to flora and fauna. 

The reduction in insect numbers 
can be gauged by the fact that these 
days very few motorists have to spend 
time cleaning dead insects from their 
windscreens. 

What are we going to do about this 
sad state of affairs?

THE site of the former Second World War 
German prisoner-of-war camp at Island 
Farm, Bridgend, was opened to the public 
recently, as the Hut 9 Preservation Group 
staged their first open weekend of 2017, on 
March 11-12. 

A total of 630 visitors took the opportunity to visit 
the scene of the famous ‘German Great Escape’ and 
were entertained by volunteers, who told them more 
about the history of the site. The former World War 
Two camp is sealed to visitors for much of the time, 
but several times each year the locked doors of the 
hut from which this escape was made, are opened to 
allow hundreds of visitors a rare look inside this 
unique building. 

Members of the Hut 9 Preservation Group and 
over 50 ‘living historians’, dressed in period 
uniforms, gave talks and guided tours inside the hut. 

A number of period military vehicles were also on 
site. Military historians were on hand to tell visitors 
about the history of the buildings, from their 
occupation by female workers at the nearby ordnance 
factory to the housing of hundreds of German 
prisoners of war. Also on display were original wall 
paintings made by the occupants over 70 years ago 
and rescued from some of the now-demolished huts. 

Brett Exton gave illustrated talks on the history of 
the site, and Dr Jonathan Hicks told visitors about 
the work of the group since its formation in 2012, and 
also gave an insight into that famous night in March 
1945 when 70 German prisoners made their bid for 
freedom. 

A spokesman said: “Every penny donated by 
visitors at these special openings is spent on 
improving the visitor experience. In the last two 
years, under the guidance of group member Wayne 
Gill, the group has renovated a nearby derelict 
building to convert it into a visitor centre and this 
building now contains a re-creation of the night that 
70 Germans escaped through a tunnel dug from one 
of the rooms in Hut 9. 

The group has also worked hard to kit out the 
rooms inside Hut 9 to give visitors an insight into its 
fascinating past and another newly-furbished room 
was opened for the first time for this event. 

A replica guard tower has been constructed by the 
group and a replica NAAFI cafe, staffed by 
volunteers, provided refreshments, while group 
member Stel Anthony recorded the memories of 
visitors who remembered the site in its heyday. 

Dr Hicks said: “It was apparent from the hundreds 
of positive comments made by our visitors that they 
value the work we have done to keep alive this 
important piece of Welsh history. The open weekend 
was fully booked up months in advance, which gives 
some idea of the scale of public interest in this 
historic site. 

“All 300 tickets for our June 10 event have already 
been reserved. I am now taking bookings for our 
October event, and half of the 600 tickets have 
already been snapped up. The interest in our work is 
phenomenal.” 

Donations to the Hut 9 voluntary group, which is 
seeking to ensure the future of the site, are welcomed 
and allow the group to make even more 
improvements to the building and surrounding area.

Hill’s skills 
make thrills 
at Llandow!

ON a day when a 
nearby industrial 
fire threatened to 
cancel Speed of 
Sight’s high-octane 
visit to Llandow 
Circuit, the only 
smoke of interest 
was from spinning 
tyres as around 20 
people sped around 
the track. 

Speed Of Sight (SOS), 
a registered charity, 
brings the track-day 
experience and the thrill 
of ‘riding the ragged 
edge’ to people with 
disabilities around the 
UK. 

The charity was 
founded by Mike 
Newman, six-time 
Guinness World Record 
holder as the fastest blind 
man on the planet on land 
and water. Formerly a 
bank manager, Mike 
broke his first land speed 
record on a motorbike, 
going on to achieve four 
more world land speed 
records in a car and, 
more recently, achieving 
the water speed record. 

Open to those with a 
disability - either from 
birth or because of 
illness, an accident or 
other injuries, and be it 
sensory loss, physical 
impairment or cognitive 
issues - the charity gives 
people the chance to 
drive dual-control track- 
day cars. 

Ten pupils from Ysgol 
Y Deri (YYD), a special 
education school in 
Penarth, were among 
those on the starting line 
on a damp track under 
expert tuition from SOS 
instructors in the dual¬ 
control cars around the 
1.5km circuit. 

Llandow Circuit was 
a RAF station, 
operational until 1957, 
and opened as a racetrack 
in 1963 by Graham Hill, 
still the only winner of 
the Triple Crown of 
Motorsport - the 
Indianapolis 500, the 24 
Hours of Le Mans and 
the Monaco Grand Prix. 
Hill was also a two-time 
Formula 1 world 
champion. 

Something of Hill’s 
skills must have 
influenced the plucky 
and lucky 10 from YYD. 

Steve Morris, a sixth- 


form teacher at YYD, 
said: “It was an amazing 
opportunity for our 
pupils to be able to 
experience driving a real 
and powerful petrol 
vehicle. Some of our 
pupils may never be 
fortunate enough to have 
a driving licence, but this 
enabled them to 
experience the thrill of 
driving. 

“They are all keen on 
cars and they study 
Mechanics one morning 
a week at Cardiff and 
Vale College, so the day 
really was right up their 
street! They are a great 
bunch on young adults 
who really deserved to 
enjoy such an 
invigorating experience.” 

One YYD pupil said: 
“It was very fast and a bit 
scary, but loads of fun!” 

Another added: “It 
made me want to be a 
professional driver when 
I’m older’ 

Sarah Pegler, of SOS, 
said: “Our mantra is 
making the impossible 
possible. “We provide 
life enhancing driving 
experiences for children 
and adults whom, 
because of their 


disability, would 

normally not have the 
opportunity to ever drive 
a car let alone enjoy 
taking the wheel of 
racing a car. 

“Well, now they can.” 

Sarah gave special 
thanks to all those that 
took part - both on and 
off the track - and 
especially Llandow 
Circuit, which donated 
the track for the day. 

Sarah added that SOS 
is booked to return to 
Llandow on October 2. 

“SOS is a charity,” 
began Sarah, “and it 
relies on the support, 
sponsorship and 

patronage of businesses 
and individuals. 

“This can include 
donations of money, 
goods or services and 
organising fundraising 
events, staff volunteers 
or by having a corporate 
track day.

T he sight of 
King Kong, 
perched atop 
the Empire State 
Building, swatting 
bi-planes like flies 
is one of the 
indelible images of 
cinema. 

Since that 1933 film, 
Kong has been remade 
twice, in 1976 with Jeff 
Bridges and Jessica 
Lange, and in 2005 as 
Peter Jackson achieved 
his long-held dream to 
tackle the big ape. 

In an age of remakes 
and reboots, it’s 
unsurprising the King 
has remained dormant 
for so long. However, 
he makes another 
appearance in Kong: 
Skull Island, a film 
unconnected to previous 
Kong films. Set in 
1974, an expedition 
party is taken to Skull 
Island by the Monarch 
group (who you may be 
aware of from 2014’s 
Godzilla). 

In charge is Randa 
(John Goodman), who 
along with tracker 
James Conrad (Tom 
Hiddleston), 
photographer Mason 
Weaver (Brie Larson) 


and a group of soldiers, 
led by Samuel L 
Jackson’s Packard, are 
there to explore the 
uncharted island. 

However, after a 
dust-up with Kong, the 
expedition group are 
sent sprawling across 
the island and must 
survive not just the 
elements, but the 
multitude of other 
creatures living on the 
island, some of whom 
are deadlier than 
Kong... 

‘Do we really need 
another King Kong 
film?’ was probably the 
question on most 
people’s lips when this 
film was announced. 
After all, while the 
original film is a 
classic, subsequent 
remakes have fallen 
short, so what would 
Skull Island bring to the 
table that these other 
films haven’t? 

Well, the answer is 
‘quite a lot’, as Kong: 
Skull Island is a fun, 
epic blockbuster that 
knows exactly how to 
play the rules of the 
genre and has a good 
time doing so. Under 
the direction of Jordan 
Vogt-Roberts, the film 
is a zippy thrill ride, the

grandiose set-pieces 
underpinned with the 
subtext of the Vietnam 
war - which gives the 
story some depth rather, 
than just be an all¬ 
action, no-thought film. 

It’s hard to believe 
that Vogt-Roberts has 
made only one feature 
film before this (the 
hugely impressive, yet 
low-key The Kings Of 
Summer). However, 
much in the same way 
Colin Trevorrow made 
the leap from indie 
filmmaking to 
blockbuster filmmaking 
with Jurassic World, so 
Vogt-Roberts has made 
the step up with ease. 

The film’s period 
means that its ripe to 
play on the aftermath of 
the Vietnam war, not 
just in narrative terms 
but also in terms of 
visuals. With golden 
sunsets and army 
choppers to the fore, the 
scent of Apocalypse 
Now is never far away, 
the visual influence of 
‘Nam movies strong but 
never overriding. 

But it’s in the set- 
pieces that the director 
shows the greatest 
confidence of all. 

Unlike Gareth Edwards’ 
Godzilla, which was 
more strait-laced, 
serious and eager to 
show off as little of the 
titular monster as 
possible, here Kong is 
front and centre, the star 
of the show - and so he 
should be. 

From the opening,

which sees a riff on the 
Empire State Building 
sequence, this Kong is a 
mean, lean chopper- 
destroying machine, and 
the more we see of him, 
the more we learn just 
how powerful he is. 

The story may be a 
melting pot of the sort 
of films where groups 
of people are picked off 
one by one ( Jurassic 
Park/Jurassic World as 
a touchstone), but it 
never feels like its 
playing the familiarity 
card. This is partly 
through invention 
(deaths being subverted 
in clever and sometimes 
gruesome ways), partly 
through the use of 
comedic relief (best 
evidenced by John C 
Reilly’s airman, 


stranded on the island 
since World War Two), 
and partly through 
tensing the plot through 
the prism of Vietnam. 

When we meet 
Samuel L Jackson’s 
Packard, we meet a man 
numbed to the conflict 
of war, desperate for 
one last opportunity at 
battle, and Kong proves 
to be that opportunity, 
his actions and desire to 
defeat Kong going 
against the wishes of 
many of the party. Yet 
for this proud soldier, 
this is his chance to 
avenge the maelstrom 
of Vietnam, to restore 
balance. 

It’s a clever and 
intelligent note that 
plays throughout the 
film, and the similarity 
in name of Kong and 
the (Viet)Cong is 
possibly more than just 
happy coincidence. 

In such an epic 
blockbuster, it’s no 
surprise that the 
performances fall a little 
by the wayside - Tom 
Hiddleston’s character 
is nothing more than an 
alpha male leader 
devoid of personality, 
while Brie Larson’s war 
photographer is at least 
a self-sufficient female 
lead (even if she is the 
damsel in distress by 
the film’s end). 

The real joy comes 
from the background 
characters; John C 
Reilly is a scream as the 
crazy airman, Samuel L 
Jackson gives his 


character a grizzled 
depth, while the likes of 
Shea Whigham, Jason 
Mitchell and Thomas 
Mann, all provide a 
satisfying dynamic as 
members of the army 
team. 

Kong: Skull Island is 
a superb take on both 
the genre and the 
character of Kong 
himself, and with his 
next appearance likely 
to be in the already- 
announced Godzilla v 
King Kong in 2020, it 
whets the appetite to see 
both this clash of the 
titans and more of the 
big old ape. 

Hopefully, Jordan 
Vogt-Roberts will be 
involved in some 
capacity, as his 
direction is a major 
reason why this is one 
of the better 
blockbusters in recent 
memory. 

VERDICT: A 
thrilling blockbuster 
ride, Jordan Vogt- 
Roberts has created a 
truly satisfying and epic 
take on the character of 
Kong in Kong: Skull 
Island. Visually 
breathtaking, it moves 
at a zippy pace, doesn’t 
lack for scale or scope, 
and with the 
performances and depth 
of narrative, gives a 
little more substance to 
the style. Highly 
recommended.

PENARTH and District 
Ramblers travelled up to 
Wentwood for a delightfully 
muddy ramble led by Su G. 

They crossed an area of ancient 
trees where the vast forest originally 
extended between the Usk and Wye 
rivers, dividing the old kingdom of 
Gwent into two halves. 

Over the years, the oak trees were 
felled to provide ships during the 
Napoleonic Wars and preserved for the 
production of charcoal used in the iron 
industry, with the remainder of the 
native trees being cut down during 
World War One for use in the trenches. 
Nowadays, most are owned by the 
Forestry Commission Wales and the 
Woodland Trust. 

After clambering steeply up Gray 
Hill in bright sunshine to meet some 
wind at the top, with misty views over 
the Severn Estuary, Newport and the 
almost empty Wentwood reservoir in 
the valley below, waterlogged paths 
led across the hill to reach two 
standing stones outside a stone circle. 

More muddy paths led downhill and 
through fields containing sheep and 
along gungy farm tracks to the 
entrance of Cribau Mill with clumps of 


snowdrops, daffodils, celandine and 
primroses gracing the edges of the 
Castrogi Brook heralding the start of 
spring. 

Passing Marls Farm and descending 
by quiet lane through a beautiful valley 
to Bully Hole Bottom and enduring a 
heavy rain shower, more mud and 
pools led to a road climb. 

As the temperature was beginning to 
drop, more road-walking led them 
downhill into fields followed by a 
climb up into Wentwood Forest or 
Coed Gwent. 

Forestry paths led them uphill to 
The Five Paths and after meeting 
several groups of young horse riders, a 
gradual descent on woodland tracks 
led them back to the start with only one 
short downpour to contend with.

Lest we forget... Barry’s 
war dead, March 1917 


THE information 
below was compiled 
by PAUL KEMP , of 
Barry, a member of 
the Barry at War 
Group and of the 
Western Front 
Association. 

On Sunday last, the 
Union flag was flown at 
half mast outside the 
Barry War Museum on 
Barry Island in honour of 
Eddie Legg, who died 
recently. He might well 
have been one of the last 
Barry men to have served 
on D-Day, June 6,1944. 

If readers know of any 
others, please let us 
know. The museum is 
open every Wednesday 
from 2pm - 4pm and will 
be open a few days in 
April.

SAPPER William B 
Reece 12th Field Coy 


4th Canadian 
Division Engineers 
was killed in action on 
March 1,1917; he has 
no known grave and 
is commemorated on 
the Vimy Memorial. 

Born on October 16 
1894, the son of George 
and Kate Reece 
(formerly of 174 Holton 
Road, Barry) he had 
emigrated to Canada 
with his parents prior to 
the war and worked as a 
plumber. From the 
Canadian records of the 
circumstances of 
casualty: 

‘He took part in a 
raid with the 72nd and 
73rd Battalions on 
March 1, 1917, South 
East of Souchez. The 
party to which he was 
detailed failed to reach 
its objective and Sapper 
Reece together with 
several men of another 
unit took shelter in shell 
holes in front of the 
German frontline and 
carried on the fight with 


rifles from this position. 

‘Just prior to the 
withdrawal order being 
given, Sapper Reece was 
hit in the head by a rifle 
bullet and killed. His 
comrades were unable to 
get him out, owing to 
the intensity of fire 
prevailing at the time he 
was hit.’ 

Driver Mark Pulsford, 
MT L/B Horse 
Transport, Army Service 
Corps died March 3, 
1917 and is buried in 
Mont Huon Cemetery, 

Fe Treport, France. He 
was 35, the son of John 
and Elizabeth Pulsford 
of Dinas Powys. 

Bombadier Tom 
Simpkins of ‘D’ Battery, 
58th Bde Royal Field 
Artillery died of wounds 
on March 5, 1917 and is 
buried in Etaples 
Military Cemetery, 
France. He was the 
brother of WJ Simpkins 
of 4, Kendrick Road, 
Barry.

Navy, drowned on 
March 6, 1917 when he 
was swept overboard 
from his ship SS 
Decasin. Aged 18 he 
lived at 1 Cardiff Road, 
Barry. 

Eustace Green, 
Fireman, Mercantile 
Marine. He died on 
March 8, 1917 when his 
ship, the SS 
Dunbarmoor, on a 
voyage from Rosario to 
Manchester with a cargo 
of wheat, was sunk by 
the German submarine 
U-44 (Paul Wagenfilhr), 
180 miles WNW of 
Fastnet. Twelve persons 
were lost. 

Aged 36, he was the 
son of the late Mrs 
Martha Ann Green and 
husband of Philippa 
Green (nee Kennedy) of 
23, Beverley Street, 
Cadoxton. Born at 
Barbados. 

On March 8, 1917 
Johan Karlson Marine 
Engineer SS Folia 
Merchant Navy, aged 27, 
the son of Karl and 
Kristine Karlson, 
husband of Florence 
Karlson of 13 Brickyard 
Terrace, Cadoxton. On 
Sunday, March 11 1917 
the Folia, commanded 
by Captain F Inch, was 
torpedoed and sunk off 
the Irish coast while on a 
voyage from New York 
to Bristol. 

The Folia was 
torpedoed by the 
German submarine U-53 
which surfaced and sank 
the vessel by gunfire. 
Seven of the crew were 
lost, 68 survived. 

Second lieutenant 
Arthur William Martin, 
of the 61st Reserve Bn 
Welsh Regiment died at 
Kimnel Park Camp 
Hospital, north Wales on 
March 14, 1917 from the 
effects of a bomb¬ 
throwing mishap. He 
was the son of Mr and 
Mrs T Martin of 95

He had emigrated to

Gnr Charles Edward 
Victor Wheeler of the 
121st Bde. Royal Field 
Artillery was killed in 
action on March 16, 

1917 and is buried in 
Ferme-Olivier Cemetery, 
Belgium. Aged 20 Jie 
was the adopted son of 
Mr and Mrs Stanley 
Wheeler of Cadoxton. 

Gnr Charles J. Roller, 
of ‘B’ Battery, 70th Bde 
Royal Field Artillery 
died of wounds on 
March 22, 1917 and is 
buried in Harbarcq 
Communal Cemetery 
Extension, France. 

Pte William Victor 
David of the 5th Bn 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
was killed in action in 
the First Battle for Gaza 
on March 26, 1917. 

Aged 18, he was the 
stepson of Mr and Mrs 
Pimm of 30 Gilbert 
Street, Cadoxton and is 
commemorated on the 
Jerusalem Memorial, 
Israel.

The tactic, however, 
proved to be costly as 
Firebrands were finally 
rewarded with the goal 
their play deserved, 
working the ball down 
Penarth’s left before 
firing it to the back post, 
where an attacker arrived 
to tip in first time.

Escape from the RWC ‘pool of death’ but... 

Young Welsh wannabes may 
still have to wait their turn 




their travelling fans in Cardiff. 

It wrecked Ireland’s dream of a 
championship-deciding RBS Six Nations 
showdown with England in Dublin this 
Saturday. But, importantly for the home 
camp, it avoided Wales plunging into yet 
another dreaded ‘pool of death’ in the 
forthcoming draw for the 2019 Rugby World 
Cup in Japan, by clinging on to a top-eight 
world ranking. 

Instead, after England’s 61-21 rout of the 
shell-shocked Scots, it is the Irish - who alone 
can halt the men in white’s seemingly 
unstoppable march to a historic back-to-back 
Grand Slam - that will be most concerned 
with redefining their global status in the final 
clash of the tournament at the Aviva stadium. 

Certainly, that sobering Twickenham 
scoreline will have given the Welsh and Irish 
camps serious cause for reflection, having 
both suffered defeat at the hands of the Scots 
(29-13 and 27-22 respectively); with English 
pundits claiming there is now a yawning gap 
between Eddie Jones’ men and the rest - 
something the proud Irish, who can point to a 
recent win over the All Blacks, have one last 
chance to refute before the tournament ends 
this weekend. 

As for the Welsh camp, of course, the 
celebrations and palpable sense of relief, 
epitomised by the coaches’ group hug in the 
stadium as the final whistle blew on a well- 
deserved victory, would have been tempered 
by the knowledge that despite the vastly- 
improved display after the Scotland no-show, 
and though absolutely critical in terms of 
RWC rankings, it was far from being the 
complete error-free performance they are 
striving for. 


Within five minutes of the kick-off, they 
were three points behind after conceding a 
penalty to the waiting boot of outside half 
Johnny Sexton, and almost immediately, 
could have gone further behind to the first of 
three near-interceptions of opposite number 
Dan Biggar’s flat passes as Wales, to their 
credit, sought to move the ball in a fast and 
furious first quarter of bone-crunching 
tackles on both sides, that saw Sexton leave 
the field injured to be temporarily replaced 
by Paddy Jackson. 

Fired up Wales immediately took 
advantage of his absence and the green 
defence was suddenly stretched wide by a 
crossfield move that saw a happily back-to- 
form George North go over in the corner for 
a try which full back Leigh Halfpenny, who 
was to have a day of mixed fortunes, failed to 
convert. 

The visitors were immediately stung into 
attack and the resulting pressure told when 
Wales conceded another penalty, which 
Jackson lofted over, before making way for 
the returning Sexton. 

Then it was Ireland’s turn to desperately 
defend their try line, as centre Jonathan 
Davies was pulled down inches short; and 
Sexton having to leave the field for a second 
time, metaphorically clutching a yellow card. 

Halfpenny kicked the simple penalty from 
in front of the posts, to give Wales an 8-6 lead 
at halftime. 

With Sexton still in the ‘sin bin’, it took 
Wales just three minutes to extend this to 15- 
6 with a second touchdown by North, 
converted by Halfpenny, and hostilities were 
then renewed with a vengeance, the tenacious 
Welsh defence being tested to the utmost, 


relieved only by Irish failings in execution, 
but finally conceding a controversial penalty 
by Sexton, now returned to the fray, as both 
sides’ replacements waded into the action. 

An eventful last quarter saw a drop goal 
attempt by Biggar hit an upright and a 
clearance kick almost charged down - and 
was marked by resolute Welsh defence in the 
face of increasingly desperate Irish attacks as 
time began to run out. 

Ireland were thwarted by an unforced error 
just when it seemed the forwards were about 
to drive over the line, threatening all too 
familiar last-gasp heartbreak for Welsh 
players who had given their all. 

Happily, though, on this occasion it was not 
to be, as replacement centre Jamie Roberts 
snapped up a charge-down and sealed the 
victory by muscling over at the posts. 

Halfpenny slotted over the simple 
conversion to make the final score 22-9 and 
relieve pressure on caretaker Robert Howley 
and his fellow coaches, who had gambled on 
an unchanged starting line-up, despite clarion 
calls from all sides to ring the changes. 

The question then was, would he say a 
wary ’same again’ against the unpredictable 
French in Paris on Saturday - or succumb to 
the critics’ calls and take his final Six 
Nations’ opportunity to test other young 
Welsh wannabes waiting in the wings? 

Or, true to form, would he go for safety first, 
knowing that despite the heartening win, there 
is still much to put right - and continue to view 
making changes as too much of a gamble - 
when this up and down Six Nations 
tournament has again underlined that Wales 
are still well short of achieving the ultimate 
goal - consistency!

L AST week, when the national 
media were almost unanimously 
writing off Welsh chances against 
title-hunting Ireland on Friday evening 
in Cardiff, this column 
concluded... ‘Wales will run out as bookies’ 
underdogs, but that is a mantle they don 
easily; and this talented squad know that if 
they can only remember how good they are, 
and replicate the wonderfully-committed 
display that almost undid England, victory is 
well within their grasp.’
